sparred w ith Joe Boto a few weeks ago. 
At 9 o’clock, the hour set for the match, 
fully 500 members and visitors were as­ 
sembled round a chalk ring in the gym­ 
nasium waiting for the com batants, who 
were a few minutes late. At 9:15 o’clock 
the two m en entered the arena, followed 
by their seconds. 
Cha3. Elrey was ap­ 
pointed referee, and Messrs. Bam Dewey 
and John Thayer timekeepers. 
Four- 
ounce gloves were donned by the aspir­ 
ants for boxing fame, and after the usual 
preliminaries time was called for the 
first round. 
After sparring for a few seconds for an 
opening, Robinson lead with hia left but 
failed to reach ; and Manning got in a 
red hot left-hander on hia opponent’s 
chin, without return. 
Boon afterwards 
Manning landed heavily with both right 
and left, drawing blood from his op­ 
ponent’s left ear. 
He again rushed in, 
but Robinson ducked cleverly, and after 
an excnange of light body blows tbs 
round closed. 
Becond Round—Manning landed his 
left on Robinson’s chin almost immedi­ 
ately, and followed it up with a crushing 
right-hander on the nose. A few seconds 
later he got home with both hands on 
Robinson’s face, but the latter retorted 
with a swinging left-hander in the neck. 
Borne hot give and take work followed, 
in which honors were even, and Robin­ 
son began to play on tho youngster’s 
stomach. 
M anning, however, changed 
his tactics, and got in a crushing right­ 
hander iu his opponent’s wind, which 
staggered him. 
Third Round—Manning again reached 
Robinson’s chin with his left, but the 
latter rushed in and they stood np to 
oach other and exchanged compliments 
for several Beconds 
Manning, however, 
becked away and rushing in again landed 
both hande on Robinson’s jaw. The lat­ 
ter swung his left in return, bat Manning 
ducked and followed suit. Robinson put 
in a hot right-hander on Manning’s 
neck, but the youngBter never flinched 
and stood right up 
to his m an, the 
round closing in the midst of a hot ex­ 
change, and both men winded. 
Fourth Round—Manning attem pted to 
force the fighting aud landed bis left re- 
pearedly on Robinson’s injared ear, but 
the latter rushed in and a clinch ensued. 
Manning again reached his opponent’s 
injured ear, and Robinson hit out sav­ 
agely. H ot give and take work,in which 
Robinson carried off the honors, closed 
the round. 
Fifth Round—Manning’s left again 
found Robinson’s chin, but the latter 
swung his left effectually on the young­ 
ster's jaw and caused him to be more 
cautious. 
After a couple of clinches 
Robinson rushed, and swinging his left 
missed twice, Manning as he came up 
after ducking, landing right and left on 
the former’s injured ear. 
Sixth Round—Both men were slightly 
distressed and sparred for some seconds, 
but Manning landed heavily with his 
left on his opponent’s jaw. 
Robinson 
jabbed the youngster in the m outh, a 
compliment which was returned with 
interest by a stinging right-hander on 
the ear. 
Manning was slightly dizzy on 
receiving a hot left-hander on the throat 
and the round closed with a clinch. 
Seventh Round—Robinson did most of 
the work from start to finish in this 
round, and followed up his opponent, 
who moved round a good deal, but failed 
to do much execution. 
Eighth Round—Both men came up 
freBh and smiling, and Manning tapped 
his man on the chin playfully, but the 
latter retorted w ith a crusher in the 
stomach. The men stood up and ex 
changed compliments for a few seconds, 
after which Manning rushed, but failed 
to land home. Robinson soon afterwards 
staggered the youngster with a swinging 
left-hander on the neck, but the latter 
followed suit just at the call of time.

N e w P r o r l i l e n e t o b e C a r r i e d I n t o 
E f f e c t . 
Three elections will be held in this city 
about the m iddle of next month, and as 
there were several amendments made to 
the political code relating to elections at 
the last session of the Legislatura, the 
Council, when it passes its next ordi­ 
nance calling the elections, toill have to 
provide for these changes. 
The Board 
of Election will consist of two inspectors, 
two judges and two clerks, to be selected 
from the two opposing political parties, 
and 
no 
person 
is 
eligible 
who 
has been employed 
in any official 
capacity by the city, county or State 
within 
ninety 
days 
preceding 
the 
elections. 
Each member of the board 
m ast be able to read and write the Eng­ 
lish language. The polls must be open 
at sunrise and kept open until 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon of the same day. No 
precinct can contain 
more than 200 
voters. 
The ordinance appointing the 
boards and designating the precincts 
m ust be passed at least fifteen days be­ 
fore the election. The ballots m ust be 
six inches wide and twelve inches in 
length. 
The law gives explicit direc­ 
tions for the counting of ballots, which 
should he studied carefully by the boards 
appointed.

Inquest 0* a Chinaman Drowned 
In a Small Creek Some 
Time Age. 


The obstruction in the Cajon pass on 
the 8anta Fe track was cleared away 
yesterday, but the creek which flows 
through the pass is very high, and diffi­ 
culty is experienced in keeping the track 
in a usable condition. 
The overland of 
yesterday was expected in at a late hour 
last night. 
It is reported that a good 
deal of snow was blowing about in the 
mountains during the Btorm, and that 
the water in the mountain streams is 
higher than it has been at any time dur­ 
ing the season. 
Other portions of the Santa Fe road are 
all right, and according to reports doing 
very good freight and passenger business. 
The Southern Pacific also reports that its 
business during the months of January 
and February will make a very good 
showing. 
Travel from the East is 
picking up considerably. 
The out­ 
look for the tourist travel through the 
rest of the season is fairly good, al­ 
though the exuberant prodictions of the 
excursion agents at the beginning of the 
winter are not likely to be carried ont. 
The unusual mildness of the Eastern 
winter and the prevalence of the grippe 
has Beriously affected the natural course 
of travel to thiB Coast. 
Freight Auditor Wilder of the South­ 
ern Pacific reports total east-bound ship­ 
ments for January to have been 14.683,­ 
710 pounds, about half of which was 
from San Francisco. Oranges shipped 
aggregated over 1,500,000 pounds. 
The old report about the probable re­ 
tirement of Senator Stanford from the 
Southern Pacific presidency in order to 
devote more time to the Palo Alto Uni­ 
versity is again in circulation. It is ac­ 
companied this time by the suggestion 
that Colonel Fred Crocker may be 
chosen to succeed him. 
Those who 
should know consider that there is no 
immediate probability of Senator Stan­ 
ford’s retirement from the position he 
has so long held. 
Mr. J. A. Muir, assistant division 
superintendent of the Southern Pacific, 
received yesterday a letter from Hervey 
Lindley, in which the latter bestows 
much justly merited praise upon the 
company for the excellent manner in 
which the large crowd of visitors to 
W hittier was handled. 
Attention is 
called to the fact that although the trains 
were filled to the platform steps not a 
single person was injured, owing to the 
vigilance of the employees and officials 
who had the affair in charge. 
The Southern Pacific proposes to make 
vigorous objections to the action of the 
Police Commission, which deprived them 
of a depot officer. Officer Kulo, one of 
the oldest and most efficient men on the 
force, was removed by the recent action 
of the commission. The company main­ 
tains that the large amount of taxes 
which it pays annually into the city 
treasury entitles it to the protection 
of at least one officer, and the commis­ 
sion will hear from them to that offset. 
Clinton Jones, the Rock Island agent 
at San Francisco, is in Colorado. With 
other Rock Island officials, he recently 
made a tour of the new Colorado Mid­ 
land (standard gauge), which runs west­ 
erly from Colorado|Springs and is des­ 
tined to rival as a Rock Island connec­ 
tion the Colorado lines of the RioGrando. 
It is now constructed nearly to Grand 
junction on the Rio Grande Western and 
the present plan is to have an arrange­ 
ment with that road, now being made a 
standard gangs, so that Midland trains 
can go from Colorado 8priDgs to Ogden. 
Shrewd railway guessers predict that 
these Colorado lines,extending so rapidly 
westward, are destined to prove impor­ 
tant factors in the race of Western rail­ 
ways toward thiB Coast. 
The Railway Age, in referring to the 
recent blockade m the Sierras, praises 
the efforts to raise it, and adds: The 
Central Pacific company has never had 
such an experience in the more than 
twenty years in which its road over the 
Sierra Nevada6 has been operated, and 
the fact that, in addition to the benefit 
of long experience, it was never bo 
thoroughly equipped ae this year for 
fighting enow, indicates the unprece­ 
dented character of the elemental attack 
to which it had for a time to yield, and 
which may never be repeated in inten- 
« sity.The arbitrators have arrived at a de 
cisión in the case of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Conductors vs. the Cincinnati.

river bed on Sunday last by a Mexican 
laborer employed on the Bixby ranch. 
From the testimony of Sun Lung, a 
cousin, and Ah Nue, the partner, of the 
deceased, it was learned that on Decem­ 
ber 14th last, or,according to the Chinese 
calendar, on November 25th a number of 
Chinese gardeners started from their 
farms near Los Cerritos with wagons 
loaded with vegetables for the L js An­ 
geles market. 
Followiog the road 
through the Bixby ranch, the peddlers 
reached the bridge, which crossed the 
8ietae creek almost opposite the ranch 
bouse, and found that the structure was 
completely submerged, owiDg to the 
floods. Chee Heung, who was driving 
the foremost wagon, insisted that the 
bridge was safe, in spite of the fact that it 
was submerged, but some of his com­ 
panions hinted that although the ends 
might be secure, the center of the bridge 
was unsafe; and they attempted to dis­ 
suade Chee from attempting to cross it. 
He, however, laughed at their fears, and 
urging biB horses into the Btream he 
reached about one-third of the distance 
across, when the wagon, horBes and man 
disappeared in the raging flood. Hie 
horrified countrymen ran down the banks 
of the stream in an effort to save him, 
but no traces of him coaid be found. 
Three hours later the bodies of the horses 
were discovered several miles below the 
scene of the accident; but it was not un­ 
til Sanday last that the body of the un­ 
fortunate Chinaman was heard of. It 
was then, of course, in a shocking state 
of decomposition, but it was brought to 
town yesterday and buried immediately 
after the inquest. The jury returned a 
verdict of accidental drowning, in ac­ 
cordance with the facts.

It will be attended 
by several hundred teachers, from all 
over the State, and as it follows so soon 
after the citrus fair it is not improbable 
that many of the educationalists will 
arrive a few days before the convention 
opens to take an object lesson at the 
fair.At the same time the meeting of the 
Transcontinental Railway Traffic Associ­ 
ation will take place at Coronado. This 
will attract a large number of railway 
men, the representatives of ten or fifteen 
lines, and it is supposed that they will 
make an excursion to Los Angeles while 
the fair is in progress.

The E xtradition T reaty W ith Great 
B ritain Rmtifled by the 
Senate.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 
1 8 .—In the 
House today, Morrow, of California, 
from the appropriation committee, re­ 
ported the pension appropriation bill. 
Referred to the committee of the whole. 
The Speaker laid before the House a 
message from the President, transm it­ 
ting, without comment, a communica­ 
tion from the Interior D epartm ent pro­ 
posing an am endm ent of the act provid 
ing for the allotm ent of lands in severalty 
to Indians. 
The Senate bill providing for the ap­ 
pointment of an Assistant Secretary of 
W ar was laid before the House. 
As it is 
substantially tbe same as the House bill 
already favorably reported from the mil­ 
itary committee, the Speaker held that 
it was, under the rules, entitled to im ­ 
mediate consideration, so the House 
went into committee of the whole there­ 
on. 
Discussion was continued until half 
past 1 o’clock, when the committee rose 
without action and the House resumed 
consideration of the bill to provide a 
temporary government for Oklahoma. 
The general debate was limited to 
three and one-half . hours, despite the 
appeal of Barnes and others for five 
hours’ time, and in retaliation for its 
enfjrced lim itation, they called for the 
reading of the original bill and the 
House substitute, together making fifty- 
nine piinted pages. 
One hour and 
twenty minutes was consumed in read­ 
ing, and it was after 3 o’clock before 
Struhle, of Iowa, took the floor in sup­ 
port of the bill. 
He criticised the Sen­ 
ate bill because it failed to include all 
the Creek and 
8emino!e lands pur­ 
chased under the last administration. 
The House bill embraced all of the terri­ 
tory not occupied by the five civilized 
tribes. This tract, in area, compared 
favorably with the surrounding States. 
It waB in the heart of a country well 
watered, with 1300 miles of railroad*, 
with business enterprises, coal lands, 
agricultural industries and a population 
of 00,000 people. The House bill pro­ 
posed to organiza it into a Territory. The 
first part of the bill related to Territorial 
offices and was sim ilar in that to the 
Senate bill. For convenience six coun­ 
ties were to be established. 
Provisions 
were to be made for the establishm ent of 
a Supreme Court and courts for the trial 
of cases. 
National 
banks could be 
established. No M an’s Land was to be 
opened to settlem ent, and town sites to 
be reserved. A section of the bill pro­ 
vided for the speedy settlem ent of the 
controversy between the United States 
and the State of Texas respecting the 
ownership of 
Greer county. 
W hat 
m ight be called a second division of the 
bill related solely to Indian Territory 
exclusive of Oklahoma, and created a 
Supreme 
Court 
and 
three 
District 
Courts 
to 
adm inister 
the 
law of 
Arkansas so far as applicable to that 
Territory. 
Barnes advocated the Senate bui in 
preference to the House substitute. 
Springer said Barnes unintentionally 
tried to misrepresent the Bcope of the 
bill. 
Under the treaties the United 
States had as m uch right to legislate 
respecting the lands of the Cherokee 
Outlet as it had to legislate on any sub­ 
ject. 
Hare had read, as part of his rem arks, 
a protest from Governor Bird, of the 
Choctaw Nation, against the passage of 
the bill as a violation of the treaty made 
at Dancing W ater in 1830. 
Mansur and Perkins both insisted that 
they had had communications from Gov­ 
ernor Bird asking to have courts estab­ 
lished at certain points. 
The committee rose before the debate 
bad concluded, and the House adjourned. 


S e n a t e P r o c e e d in g : * . 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 
18— In the 
Senate today among the bills reported 
from committees and placed on the cal­ 
endar were the following: To appro­ 
priate $6,200,000 for the construction of 
a deep water harbor at Galveston,Texas, 
not naoie than $1,000,000 to be expended 
each y e ar; to provide for tne admission 
of the B ute of Idaho into tbe Union. 
At tbe close of tbe morning business 
the Senate proceeded into executive ses­ 
sion. 
The doors were opened at 3 :30 o’clock. 
The Educational bill came up as un­ 
finished business, and Blair proceeded 
with bis address. 
After speaking for over two hoars he 
yielded the floor, and Hale, from tbe 
coDierence committee on the bill to re­ 
quire the Superintendent of Censas to 
ascertain the num ber of people who own 
their farms, and the am ount of mortgage 
indebtedness thereon, made a recom 
mendation th at the House amendment be 
agreed to. 
* 
Platt inquired w hether the bill made 
all farmers and others who should be 
called upon to answer questions as to 
their debts, subject to fine and impris­ 
onment if they refused to answer. 
Hale 
answered th at all census questions were 
placed in the sam e category, but the 
penalty did not includje imprisonment. 
It only extended to a fine of $100. The 
conference committee did not think it 
wise to m ake a discrimination between 
tbe different classes of questions. 
The conference report was agreed to. 
The House bill for the relief of the 
Sioux Indians at Devil’s Lake agency, 
North Dakota, exactly similar to the 
Senate bill passed a faw days ago, was 
passed, and the Senate bill was recalled 
from the House. 
After a brief executive session tbe 
doors were re-opened and the Senate ad­ 
journed. 


‘«•RING W A STE.” 


I n s t r u c t io n s a i t o I ts C l a s s lf le a t lo n 
F o r I m p o r t D u ty . 
W a s h i n g t o n , February 18. —Assistant 
Secretgiy Tichenor m ade a decision to­ 
day in regard to the classification for 
duty of wool in the form known as “ ring 
waste,” in which he holds that so-called 
*‘rinh waste” is a genuine product result­ 
ing from what is known as tbe French 
system of mule-spinning, now in general 
use in England, France and Germany; 
th at as imported in its ordinary condi­ 
tion, and not changed for the purpose of 
evading duty, it is exem pt from the 
double 
rate of duty 
prescribed in 
certain 
caseB, 
and 
while 
"ring 
waste” 
is the product 
of processes 
of spinniog 
wool into yarn, it is not 
"w an^d” in tbe sense of the tariff act. 
Tbe c u sto m s officers are therefore in­ 
structed that bo called 
"ring w a s te ,” 
when found to be wool of high value, 


superior quality and in a purified state, 
shall be eubjected to duty as ecoured 
wool of its appropriate class, but when 
from any cause, it is really degenerated 
or waste material of small value com­ 
pared with sooured wool of higher grades, 
it shall, according to the rule of simili­ 
tude, lie classed as waste under Para­ 
graph 381 of the Tariff Code.

W a s h i n g t o n , February 18.—In exec­ 
utive session today the Senate ratified 
the British extradition treaty, with a few 
unim portant amendments. 
The text of the treaty was recently 
published. 
Extradition is not to be bad 
for political offenses, nor shall any per­ 
son be surrendered by either party ti be 
tried for any other offense th an tbe one 
for which he is extradited. 
The treaty 
does not apply to any crimes committed 
before its ratification. 
The discussion lasted two hours and 
two changes of importance were adopted 
by the Senate. The word "voluntary” 
was inserted 
before "m anslaughter,” 
thus limiting the degree of that crime 
made extraditable. The paragraph re­ 
lating to the crime of obtaining money 
or bunds by false pretenses was srb- 
stantially modified, if not stricken out. 
With these changes, the treaty is said to 
have mot the approval of the Demo­ 
cratic Senators, and the vote in its favor 
is understood to have been practically 
unanimous. 


p o s t a l t e l e g r a p h . 
The House committee on postoffices 
and postroads continued consideration of 
the subject of a limited postal telegraph. 
Postmaster-General W anam aker and A. 
B. Chandler,president of the Postal Tele­ 
graph, were present and gave their ideas 
on the subject. W anamaker thought it 
should be under the control of the Civil 
Service Commission, 
and the wires 
should not be used politically. 
Ia response to questions, Mr. W ana­ 
maker said the difficulty io getting a con­ 
tract flexible in its character so the Gov­ 
ernment might take advantage of new 
inventions 
occurring 
during the ten 
years of the contract, was not so trouble­ 
some as it might seem. 
His whole aim 
in using the employees now engaged was 
to obviate the objections which had been 
raised that a postal telegraph would taka 
a great deal of money from the treasury 
and would brizg in a new arm y of em ­ 
ployees. 
Chandler, the next witness, said his 
company could not do the work proposed 
at the 
maximum 
rales provided in 
the 
bill 
without 
loss. 
No 
other 
company could 
do it without loss. 
"W e do not want,” said Chandler, "to 
see a Government telegraph established 
that will destroy the eight milliou dol­ 
lars which we have invested in this 
property. 
We do not think the Govern­ 
ment has a right to do ttyat, and if it has 
that right we think it ‘would be unjust 
and unreasonable to exercise it.” 
Among tbe bills introduced in the 
House today was one by W ade, of Mis­ 
souri, to establish a Government poBtal 
telegraph. It appropriates $8 000,000. 


a p r o h i b i t i o n m e a s u re . 
Senator iDgalls (by request) today 
introduced a bill to amend the Interstate 
Commerce law by providing that any 
person shipping or smuggling intoxicat­ 
ing liquors into a State or Territory that 
forbids the sale of it, be deemed guilty 
of a mitdamoauor, and any railway com­ 
pany transporting the same, be fined $100 
!or each offenBe. 


I» A H O ’S R A PID D EV ELO PM EN T. 
The Senate committee on Territories, 
in its report recommending the passage 
of the bill to adm it Idaho as a State, 
after describing the educational advan­ 
tages, property interests and vast re­ 
sources of the Territory say s: On the 1st 
day of January the Territory had sufficient 
money to pay all its floating indebted­ 
ness, and leave a balance in the treasury 
of about $60,000. The present rapid de­ 
velopment of the Territory warrants the 
belief that within the first year after ad­ 
mission the population of the State will 
be at least 150,000. 


PE N SIO N A PPR O PR IA T IO N S. 
The pension appropriation bill for the 
next fiscal year reported to the House 
today by Morrow, from the committee on 
appropriations, carries $98,427,461, being 
$59,791 less than the estimates, and 
$16,663.761 more than the bill for the 
current fiscal year, though there is an 
estimated deficiency of $16,598,834 in the 
pension expenditures for this year, so 
that the bill is really $4,930,073 less than 
tbe expenditures will be this year. 


T H E C H E R O K E E S T R IP PROCLAM ATION. 
The President has issued a proclama­ 
tion which, after declaring tbe illegality 
of the grazing leases by the Cberokees 
upon the Cherokee strip, gives notice as 
follows: 
First—No cattle or live stock shall 
hereafter be brought upon said lands for 
herding or graziDg thereon. 
Second—All cattle and other live sfock 
now on said outlet m ust be removed 
therefrom not later than October 1,1890, 
so mueh sooner as said lands or any ot 
them may be or become lawfully open to 
settlem ent by citizens and required for 
such uses. 
Third—All persons connected with such 
cattle companies or associations m ust not 
later than the time above indicated, de­ 
part from said lands. 


T H E SEN A TE FIN A N C E CO M M ITTEE. 
At a meeting of the Senate finance 
committee today the various silver and 
currency bills that have been referred to 
it were under consideration. The dis­ 
cussion covered the whole range of the 
financial situation, but the silver ques 
tion was the principal topic. 
All the 
Republican members of the committee 
were present and Harris and Vance of 
the minority. 
The discussion is said to 
have demonstrated that there was little 
if any variance of views upon the m an­ 
ner in which the silver question should 
be treated. There was a practical agree­ 
m ent that a bill should be passed author­ 
izing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
increase the purchase of silver, store it 
as bullion and iBsue /certificates upon it. 
It ia expected that the details of a bill 
covering 
tbeBe 
propositions will be 
drafted at the next meeting of th e com­ 
mittee.

A Bark and Brigantine In 
Collision. 


BOTH CONSIDERABLY DAMAGED 


Two Steamers Collide Near Seattle. 
A Passenger Steam er Run Down 
In B ritish W aters.

S a n F r a n c i s c o , February 1 8 .— Early 
this morning, a few miles outside tbe 
whistling bouy, the brig John J. Spreck 
els and the barkeatine Marion cam e into 
collision and both sustained much dam ­ 
age. The former vessel was in command 
of Captain Christiansen and the latter in 
charge of 
Captain 
Jargensen. 
The 
Spreckels was fiom Kapului, Hawaii, 
laden with sugar. The Marion was six 
teen days from Point Arena with a cargo 
of cedar logs. 
The "captain of tbe brig 
states that he was bound in at the tim e; 
there was a heavy sea and a strong tide 
against him, and it was very dark. 
He 
therefore resolved to stand off until day­ 
light 
At 3 o’clock he was on the star­ 
board tack, which gave him right of way. 
At that time he Baw a red light, which 
led him to believe th at the craft carrying 
it was going in tbe same direction as he 
was. 
He Baw no green light. All of a 
sudden the other vessel came down upon 
him, and before anything could be done 
her bow was on to tbe stern of the brig. 
The other vessel turned out to be the 
barkentine Marion. 
After the vessels 
weie clear it wa9 found that the brig had 
carried away 
fifteen stanchions, her 
bulwarks and rail and part of her fore 
and main rigging; also her sides and a 
boat were stove in. The Marion stove 
her boat badly and immediately became 
water logged. 
The tug Reliance went to 
her and towed her in. The Marion sus­ 
tained damages that will amount to 
about $2,000.

W a s h in g t o n , February 18 —The Sen­ 
ate committee on agriculture today re­ 
ported a substitute for the bill intro­ 
duced by Faulkner for the establish­ 
ment of a pure food division in the De­ 
partm ent of Agriculture, to provide for 
the inspection of live stock, etc., and to 
prohibit the introduction of adulterated 
or misbranded food or drugs, etc. The 
bill, 
as 
amended, 
provides 
that 
the Secretary of Agriculture shall organ­ 
ize a "food division” and appoint a chief 
at a salary of $3,000 a year,to procure and 
analyze samples of food and drugs sold 
in any State other than where it is man­ 
ufactured. 
All manufacturers of goods 
intended for shipment from one 8bate to 
another shall make application for a 
license to the Secretary of Agriculture, 
certifying that the articles are not dele­ 
terious. 
The bill strikes out the second, 
third and fourth sections of the original 
bill relative to tbe slaughter of animals, 
and with the exceptions noted is the 
same as the old bill.

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A B e a p o t o n S o c ia lis m 
The young Em peror of Germany is the 
puzzle of the age. 
Prior to his ascend­ 
ing the throne he was regarded by all 
who knew him as a very Hotspur,but with 
a peevish, irasciblq *nd uncontrollable 
tem per, so uncertain in its moods tb st 
no one could predicate bis acts a day 
ahead. H e was too a “Junker” of so 
pronounced character that it was thought 
“ Young Germany” with the Emperor 
a t its head would be at war with ail 
Europe within a year after the corona­ 
tion. 
He was but little more than a boy 
and that gave the greater anxiety to 
those interested in the keeping of peace 
in Europe. 
From the time this boy set foot upon 
the throne a radical change came over 
him . 
Shortly after he m ade an itinerary 
of the 
continent, visiting 
emperors, 
kings and pontiffs until he had made the 
personal acquaintance of them all. In 
his travels he made excellent impressions. 
The effect was to cement the ties of 
friendship stronger among his allies, aud 
to dissipate the fears of war among his 
rivals. Since then in all respects he has 
kept the even tenor of his way, and all 
his policy has been pacific, and most of 
it wise. 
The other day he capped the climax in 
his imperial 
rescripts, 
which make 
Socialism his ally hereafter. The move­ 
m ent has been a surprise to the ablest 
statesm en of Europe. 
Most of them 
regard it as a very perilous step. 
There 
ia one at least who does not so view the 
m atter. 
That is Cardinal 
Manning, 
of 
England. 
H e 
is 
only 
an 
ecclesiastic 
to 
be 
sure, 
but 
he 
is 
one 
of 
the 
most 
profound 
thinkers of the day, an astute diplomat, 
a student of statesm anship in all its 
forms, and close to the public pulse of 
Europe, which he feels at its every throb. 
Hia views are decidedly worthy of re- 
■pact. 
Here is w hat he says of the 
young Em peror’s straogs step: 
You ask me what I think of the invita­ 
tion of the Em peror of Germany to the 
European powers to m eet in conference 
on the subject of labor and the state of 
the millions in every country who live by 
the wages of labor. I think this imperial 
act the wiseat and worthiest th at has 
proceeded from any sovereign of our 
times. 
The condition of 
the wage-earning 
people of every European country is a 
grave danger to every European 8tate 
The hours of labor, the employment of 
women and children, the scantiness of 
wages, the uncertainties of employment, 
the fierce competition fostered by mod­ 
ern political economy and the destruc­ 
tion of domestic life resulting from all 
these and other kindred canses have 
rendered it impossible for m en to love 
hum an lifer 
How can a man who works fifteen or 
sixteen hours a day live the life of a 
father to his children? How can a 
woman who is absent all day long do the 
duties of a m other? Domestic life is 
im possible; but on th e domestic life of 
the people the whole political order of 
hum an society reposes. If the founda­ 
tion be m ined, w hat will become of the 
superstructure? Emperor William has, 
therefore, shown himself tobe a true and 
far-sighted statesm an. 
This may be jast w hat the young ruler 
of Germany sees. 
H e may know th at a 
radical change is impending, th at this 
current of opinion has already gained 
such 
headway 
th at 
it cannot 
be 
stayed, 
resisted 
nor 
escaped, 
but 
m ust 
be 
controlled 
by 
wisely 
guiding it in such channels as will pre­ 
vent its sweeping all before it. Cardinal 
M anning’s views of the condition of 
labor in Earope are correct. 
Life is no 
longer worth living to many thousands of 
m ea. That is a dangerous condition 
which cannot last long. 
W hen oppres­ 
sion has made even just men m ad the 
frenzy of the people’s wrath is some­ 
thing terrific. I t may be th at this fiery- 
spirited boy is to develop into a calm, 
far-seeing, wise and patriotic Em peror. 


G ood news comes from W ashington to 
the effect th at the Senate finance com­ 
m ittee is a unit in favor of a more lib­ 
eral silver policy. I t is well to find the 
members of both parties forget for a 
moment their filibustering for political 
advantage and take serious hold of some 
necessary measure of legislation. 
If 
legislators 
could 
only 
forget 
their 
party 
affiliations 
and 
m ake 
laws 
for 
the 
good 
of 
the 
country 
they wonld come nearer to fulfilling the 
purposes for which they were elected, 
and they would please those who elected 
them . There is no doubt in the world 
that the purchase of more silver and 
the 
expansion 
of 
the 
currency 
of the country will make business better, 
the people more prosperous and all en­ 
terprise more active. 
And the country 
will feel more kindly to both the parties 
ier this just act of relief. 


C o n g re ss is pretty certain during this 
session to adm it Idaho and Wyoming 
to statehood. 
New Mexico will not be 
admitted, nor will Arizona. 
Idaho and 
Wyoming are considered safely Republi-

on to increase the 
majority of that party in both Houses of 
Congress. Well, we do not see any ob­ 
jection to that programme.

The trouble with politi­ 
cians is th at they think the people are 
all without conscience, sense or patriot­ 
ism . The people resent the imputation. 


R e e d ’s R u le s a n d R e p u b lic a n E n ­ 
d o r s e m e n t o f T h e m . 
Strange is the general endorsement of 
Speaker Reed’s autocratic rulings by the 
Republican press of the country. The 
party is not by any means a unit on the 
question, for there are very many peo­ 
ple in the party who prefer common 
sense and personal consistency before 
agreeing with all th at any man in the 
party may do. 
There are probably 
more people in the party than ever 
were in any other who are blind wor­ 
shippers of very small heroes. 
The 
press is of this last class. Common 
sense and consistency may go to the 
mischief 
for 
th e m ; 
their 
only 
aim 
is 
to 
throw 
up 
their caps 
for the man the accident of the hour 
may bring to the front, aud for any mad 
measure that he m ay propose. 
If one 
could take the files of the papers that 
are now the loudest in their praise of 
8peaker Reed, and look back to 1870 or 
thereabouts, he would find they were at 
that time doing the same lusty howling 
for Blaine, Reed and Garfield as they 
are now. 
In these years the Republi­ 
cans were in the minority in Congress, 
and they were m aintaining their rights 
by the same methods the Democrats 
have recently been pursuing. 
Blaine, 
Reed and Garfield were their doughty 
cham pions in those days. 
Here is what 
Garfield said in regard to the privilege 
of the Speaker to decide a quorum pres­ 
ent : 
The chairm an of the committee of the 
whole or the Speaker of the House is to 
see with his own eyes that there is a 
quorum present? W ho is to control his 
seeing?

And what protection have gen­ 
tlemen if the Speaker says he sees a 
quorum if he cannot convert that seeing 
into a list of names on the call of the 
roll by the clerk? I think my friend 
from Virginia will see that he lets in the 
one-man power in a far more dangerous 
way than ever has occurred before in 
any legislative assembly of which he 
and I have any knowledge. 
Sir, the 
moment yon get over the line, the mo­ 
ment you cross the boundary of names, 
the moment you leap over the iron fence 
of the roll, that moment you are out in 
the vague and all sorts of disorders may 
come in. 
As it has been denied th at Reed ever 
held such views as these, it may be well 
to be specific in the exhibit that shall 
contain what he really did say. 
Here it 
is in torm , taken from the Congresiional 
Record of the Forty-sixth Congress, sec­ 
ond session ; Vol. 10, Part 1, pages 578* 
579. 
Mr. Reed, addressing the Chair, 
said : 
Mr. Chairm an, if it was my pnrnose to 
reply to the gentleman who has just 
taken his seat, it seems to me that it 
would be a suijable and proper reply to 
say to him that the constitutional idea of 
a quorum is not the presence of a m a­ 
jority of the member* of the House, but 
a majority of the members present and 
participating in the business of the 
Honse. 
It is not the visible presence of 
m em bers, bat their judgments and their 
votes, th at the Const i mtión calls for. 
I prefer, however, in the short time 
which I hav-\ to discuss the question 
upon a different basis. This privilege, 
which the (Republican) minority of the 
House at the last session availed ltnelf of, 
is a privilege which every minority has 
availed itself of since the foundation of 
this Government. 
W hat is the practi­ 
cal upshot of the present practice? It is 
that the members of the minority of this 
House upon great occasions demand 
that every bill which is pissed shall re ­ 
ceive the absolute vote of a majority of 
the members elected. 
They do this in 
the face and eyes of the country. 
If 
they demand upon any frivolous oc­ 
casion that there shall be such an ex­ 
traordinary vote as that, they do it sub­ 
ject to the censure of the people of this 
land. This nractice has hitherto kept 
this House in proper condition upon this 
subject, so that there has been no im­ 
proper impeding of the public business. 
It is a valuable privilege for the C juu- 
try that the minority shall have the 
right by this extraordinary mode of pro­ 
ceeding to call the attention of the coun­ 
try to measures which a party in a mo­ 
ment of madness and of party feeling is 
endeavoring to force upon the citizens of 
this land. And it works equally well 
with regard to all parties, for all parties 
have their times when they need to be 
checked, so that they may receive the 
opinions of the people who are their 
constituents and who ore interested in 
the results of their legislation. 
I Ray as 
a practical m atter the results hitherto 
throughout all our history have justified 
the construction which those upon this 
side of the House have put upon the 
matter, and which has been put equally 
by members of the other side in times 
past. 
Blanche, Tray and 8weetheart, the 
whole pack of Republican organs in those 
days were in loud cry, giving tongue to 
their joy over theso utterances of their 
leaders. Circumstances do greatly alter 
cases.

Speeches by G eneral W arner and 
Hon. Tom Fitch in the Inter­ 
est of Bi-M etalism .

N ew Y o r k , February 18.—A mass 
meeting on the silver question was held 
tonight at Cooper Union, under the aus­ 
pices cf the com m ittee appointed by the 
National Silver Convention at St. Louis, 
last fall. 
General Edward Curtis, of 8an 
Francisco, had the m eeting in charge, 
and with him were General W arner, of 
Ohio, chairm an of the national silver 
committee, and ex-Assemblyman Thomas 
Fitch, of Nevada. 
General Curtis called 
the m eeting to order, and ex-Poetmaster- 
General Jam es was elected chairman. 
Mr. Jam es made a brief address, and 
said he felt honored in being called to 
preside over the meeting. 
His leaning, 
however, always had been in the oppo­ 
site direction, but he was in favor of free 
speech, and wished to hear both sides of 
the silver question. 
The following 
gentlemen were announced as vice-presi­ 
dents of the m eeting: Edward Pierre- 
pont, ex-Mayor Grace, John Thompson, 
H. 
K. 
Thurber, ex-Senator W arner 
Millor, James B. Colgate, John 8tra‘.ton, 
C. F. Cox, F. O. Boyd ami Z. Burnes. 
All these were on the platform except 
Pierrepont, Grace, Miller and Thurber. 


G E N E R A L W A R N E R ’S A D D R E SS. 
General W arner waB the first speaker. 
He said nothing could concern the people 
more than money. 
He presumed all 
would concede, as a fact not to be dis­ 
puted, th at the present range of Btaple 
commodities in the world was as in 1848 
and ’49, or before the gold discoveries in 
California and Australia. 
Today to get a 
dollar the farmer must give three m eas­ 
ures of wheat, and the manufacturers 
three tons of iron to get as much gold as 
two measures would exchange for in 
1873. 
Is the change in the goods or in 
the m easure? There are the same num ­ 
ber of grains in the gold dollar as in 1873. 
A change in money may come by increas­ 
ing or decreasing its value, or in increas­ 
ing or decreasing its weight. Take the 
period of twenty-one years previous to 
1873, when the production of gold and 
silver was at the rate of $162.000,000. 
During that period wealth increased as it 
never did before. There was an outburst 
of 
phenomenal 
prosperity. 
In 1873 
prices began to fall, and they con­ 
tinued 
to 
fall, 
and 
have 
be­ 
come 
less 
than 
when 
gold 
wae 
discovered. 
From 
1873 
down 
to 
now, Germany, Italy and the United 
States have not only absorbed all the gold 
that has gone into use during that period 
but have compelled a redistribution of 
the gold in other countries. 
In three 
decades the population will be greatly 
increased. 
W here is the money to come 
from to meet this increased demand? 
But this íb the prospect the gold mag­ 
nates hold out to us. 
Are we to stand 
this? Are the debts of the world to be 
discharged at the prices of products of 
the fourteenth century ? No. 
Congress 
will be called upon to right the wrong 
done in 1873, by restoring the coinage of 
silver. 
Wüy, that act of demonetizing 
silver was no more 
justifiable than 
piracy. 
W here is the right of one class 
to change the measure of another? W hy, 
if it had been proposed to add another 
metal to gola and silver to cheapen 
money, the people would have cried out 
against the fraud. 
Is it any more justi­ 
fiable to change a measure in such a way 
that it would not be found out? It was 
(lone not for the benefit of the world, but 
for a small minority. 


TOM F IT C H S P E A K S . 
Hon. Tom Fitch followed 
General 
W arner. 
He said there was no longer 
any problem of honest finance, but it 
was only rascality that seems to tangle 
up the multiplication table. 
It is true, 
he said, that the value oi all things 
should be measured by money, and 
money by its 
quantity. 
W hatever 
might be said of proper money inflation, 
no instance could be recorded in all the 
history of the civilized world where in­ 
jury to industries was done by the in­ 
creased coinage of 
gold and silver. 
This 
is 
because 
it 
is 
inflation 
wnich 
in 
the 
nature 
of 
tilings 
would 
be 
a 
benefit 
to the 
pro­ 
ducers. 
In 1865, at the conclusion of 
the civil war tbe industries of the 8onth 
were prostrated and the industries of the 
North unsettled and perturbed. 
From 
1865 to 1873 we were busy knitting up 
the industries that the war had unrav­ 
eled, and creating and recreating homes 
all over the country. 
There was no 
reason for interference in this work, 
there was no excuse for the demonetiza­ 
tion of silver. 
Explanations had been 
off*red, but tbe truth is gold monomet- 
alism was jockeyed into the Federal 
statutes. 
It was inserted there by fraud. 
It had been stated that the omission of 
the 
mention 
of 
the 
silver 
dol­ 
lar in the act 
of 
1873 
was the 
result of accident. The manipulator, 
not of the bill, but of the Congressional 
engrossing clerks in 1873, was an adroit 
and far-seeing scoundrel, who was prob­ 
ably acting under the direction and in 
fluence of Rismarck and the German 
Government. The growth of this nation 
has been phenomenal, but its industries 
had been captured by a few aB fast as 
they had been created by many. It is 
slavery we have today in the North as 
weil as in the South. 
It is created and 
sustained by a machine more powerful 
and complex than that which our armies 
overthrew. 
Labor runs the earth and 
hammers it into ponderous forms and 
glittering blades. 
It is tbe toil of labor 
alone that guards the nation 
from 
poverty and want. 
H E G IV ES H A R R ISO N A S L A P. 
Some one in the audience at one por­ 
tion of F itch’s speech asked how Presi­ 
dent Harrison stood on the question. 
Fitch, in replying, said Harrison bad 
disregarded the silver plank in the plat­ 
form on which he was elected. 
He 
might, however, in time give the people 
justice. 
It would be well, said Fitch, 
for future Presidents of both parties to 
turn their eyes to the W est. 
The new 
8tates would soon turn the tables on 
New York as the pivotal State. 
While 
New York m ight continue to deal the 
cards, the new States would take a 
prominent part in the sbnfite.

Smith, Dan Coughlin’s 
friend, who was believed to have dnven 
the buggy in which Cronin was conveyed 
from hie home. 
He farther denied com­ 
plicity in the murder. Detective Thomas

Kelly, 
but 
is 
supposed

known ae Scii'h. 
If he proves to be 
B0, the arreot is one of the most Impor­ 
tant made in the celebrated case. Smith 
was the last person in whose company 
the murdered physician was seen alive 
by Cronin’s friends. W hen questioned 
by reporters this afternoon the prisoner 
was very ugly. 
He said he was J. B. 
Kelly, of Chicago, but th at he knew 
nothing of the Cronin ease or the parties 
interested in it except Tom Desmond, of 
8an Francisco. 
He never belonged to 
any Clan-na-Gael camp and was not an 
active Irish sym pathizer. 
He would not 
talk further except to eay that he had 
been in St. Louis about two weeks. This 
statem ent, however, is disproved by 
the fact that detectives located him at 
the People’s hotel, where he registered 
the first time August 29th last, aud has 
been there almost continuously since. 
He was shabbily dressed and to the hotel 
people pretended to be a peddler of 
books. 
Ho paid for hia lodgings regu­ 
larly. 
This evening Lieutenant Clark and 
Detective Coilins, of Chicago, arrived, 
and in company with Detective Thomas 
went to the prison. 
When Kelly was 
brought out both Clark and Collins nod­ 
ded their heads and said: 
“ Yes, he’s 
the m an.” 
They had a brief talk with the pris­ 
oner, but claim to have elicited nothing 
from him . Kelly was seen afterwards, 
and said : 
“ These men claim to know 
me. and I do not know them .” 
He agreed to return to Chicago without 
a requisition. 
W hether the officers iden­ 
tified him as the wanted suspect or not, 
is unknown.

S a n F r a n c is c o , February 18.—Over 
two thousand enthusiastic spectators as­ 
sembled at the gymnasium of the Cali­ 
fornia Athletic Club tonight to witness 
the great battle of the middle-weights, 
Jack Dempsey and 
Billy McCarthy. 
Hiram Cook was referee, Jack McAulifle 
and Denny Kelleher were behind Demp­ 
sey, and Jimmie Carroll and Paddy Gor­ 
man seconded McCarthy. The condi­ 
tions of the contest were that the men 
should weigh under 156 pounds, and 
when they appeared in the ling tonight 
McCarthy was a little under that figure, 
and Dempeey a few pounds lighter than 
bis adversary. 
When the principals otepped intq ; nft 
rinc, they were received with rou?ÍD g 
cheers. The weights were announced as 
follows: 
Dempsey, 147}¿; McCarthy, 
\b\% . President Fulda announced th at 
it had been discovered that the gloves 
prepared 
for 
the 
contest had been 
tampered with, and nearly half an hour 
was consumed in remedying them before 
they were ready to face each other. 
Time was called at 9 :30. 
In the first 
rouud Dempsey caught McCarthy lightly 
on the chin. 
McCarthy led out several 
times, but Dempsey dodged. 
Dempsey 
caught McCarthy savagely in the face 
twice, and then gave him a terrific right­ 
hander on the body. 
McCarthy landed 
lightly on Dempsey’s neck. 
In the third round McCarthy caught 
another left-hander in the chin, followed 
up with a good blow on the ribs. Just 
aa the round closed 
the 
Australian 
struck Dempsey hard in the wind, and 
ceived a hot one on the forehead. 
In 
the fourth McCarthy followed Dempsey 
closely, but the Nonpareil’s left found 
the Australian’s neck half a dozon times 
without return. 
In the fiith round Dempsey again found 
M cCarthy’s 
body. 
McCarthy 
then 
made a savage rush and struck Dempsey 
hard twice on the ear. 
From the sixth to the ninth round 
DempBey found McCarthy’s wind with 
some telling blows, the latter occasion­ 
ally landing a blow on the Nonpareil’s 
cheek or ear. 
In the ninth McCarthy 
gained applause 
by turning 
around 
quickly and catching Derapaey a back­ 
hand blow on the nose. 
In the twelfth 
he repeated this and again caught Demp­ 
sey on the nose. 
H e made several sav­ 
age lunges but fell short, and received a 
ehort-arm jab on the chin. 
From the thirteenth to the sixteenth 
Dempsey continued to distress the Aus­ 
tralian with his body blows. 
The six 
teenth was tho liveliest rouud up to that 
tim e, and when it closed there were loud 
cheers for Dempsey. 
He landed on the 
A ustralian’s body and jaw about as be 
pleased. 
The latter’a eyes and cheekB 
began to puff up, and when the round 
closed he wae evidently groggy. 
Dempsey repeated this punishm ent in 
the seventeenth, and though he stag­ 
gered 
M cCarthy 
with the blows he 
rained on his neck, he was not able to 
score a knock-down. Tbe conditions re­ 
m ained about the same until the twenty- 
sccond, when M cCarthy turned com­ 
pletely around 
and 
struck Dempsey 
heavily on the stomach, receiving in re­ 
turn a terrific jab on the chin which al­ 
most sent the A ustralian off hia feet. 
Little or nothing was done in the 
twenty-fifth round, but in the twenty- 
sixth Dempsey went in in earnest to 
finish his m an. Three or four terrific 
right and left-hand blows on the Austra­ 
lian’s neck made the latter exceedingly 
groggy, and then Ddmpsev hit him when 
and where he pleased. 
McCarthy stag­ 
gered around the ring like a drunken 
man and although Dempsey continued to 
rain blows on his neck he still kept his 
feet, until the Nonpareil, in pity for his 
victim, asked him to give up.

close, Dempsey would not punish him 
any more, but took him by the arm and 
led him to his corner amid cheers from 
the spectators.

He arose with blood stream ing from his 
nose and mouth, and Dempsey again 
sent him down. 
McCarthy rose the sec­ 
ond time and Dempsey begged him to 
give up. McCarthy still refused, and 
Dempsey struck him lightly and he fell 
the third time, but rose in eight second*. 
More entreaties on Dempsey’s part still 
m et with a refusal from the Australian to 
ive up, and Defnpsey knocked him 
own the fourth time. 
He struggled to 
his feet in tim e to save a knock-out, aud 
the round closed. 
McCarthy was led to 
his corner covered with blood, and loud 
cries were heard all over the hall asking 
him to give up the fight. 
W hen the gong sounded for the twenty- 
eighth round, McCarthy staggered to the 
center of the ring, and Dempsey im ­ 
plored him to give up. 
The wildest 
excitement prevailed all over the build­ 
ing, and mingled cries of “ Knock him 
out, Jack,” and “ Give it up, M cCarthy,” 
were heard everywhere. The Australian 
still refused to acknowledge himself 
defeated, and Dempsey beat him into a 
corner aud sent him down in a heap. He 
rose again and leaned against the ropes 
for support. Dempsey walked up to finish 
him , hut turned to the referee and de­ 
clared that he had net the heart to pun­ 
ish the man auy further.

price. The Democrats are right in 
resisting 
this. ' They 
are 
right in 
demanding rules in place of a ruler. And 
they have but to keep cool and stand 
firm to win. 
Speaker Reed is neither a 
CromwSll nor a Bismarck. 
He is simply 
a preposterously inflated and unprinci­ 
pled politician, who is digging with his 
gavel the grave of his party.—[New York 
World.
